COUNTY LIKELY 


Supervisors Agree to Paying 
Most of Cost—Ontario 
Approves Plan 








If the Upland city council gives 
its approval Feb. 15, it is likely 
this community will be linked by 
a direct wire to the sheriff’s radio 
station in San Bernardino. 

The county supervisors yester 
day voted to pay $135 a month 
toward the cost of leasing 4 di- 
rect wire from the West End com- 
munities to San Bernardino. To- 
tal cost of the leased wire will be 
$189 a month. 

The Ontario city council last 
night voted to pay $32.25 as its 
share of the cost, providing the 
Chino city council will pay $7.75 
a month and the Upland city coun- 
cil $14. One wire is proposed to 
serve the three cities. 

Installation of two-way radio 
Stations in the city police cars is 
proposed as part of the enlarged 
law enforcement program. If the 
city council approves the program, 
a radio microphone and receiving 
set will be installed in the police 
station and in each of the patrol 
cars, according to Police Chief E. 
Cc. Mehl, A county-employed 
technican will build the equipment 
with the city being required to 
furnish only the materials. 

The two-way radio sets in the 
cars will enable the patrolling of- 
ficers to converse with either the 
Upland police station or with the 
the sheriff's office. 

The proposal is up for discus- 
sion now in advance of official 
consideration by the Upland city 
couricil due to the action of the 
supervisors
